eneral     Remarks* 


It  was  our  intention  to  have  twenty-six  weeks  of 
•■school  in  each  district  the  past  year,  but  for  different 
reasons,  we  wTere  unsuccessful  except  in  four  districts. 
Schools  were  begun  in  spring  as  soon  as  weather  and 
traveling  were  suitable,  continuing  until  July.  They 

commenced  again  September  first  (one  began  in  Aug.) 
and  kept  without  vacation  until  the  cold,  stormy  weath- 
er in  December  when  we  fouud  but  few  pupils  in  each 
school.  In  some  instances,  we  think  the  absentees 
might  have  attended  except  on  exceptionally  cold  or 
stormy  days.  It  has  been  suggested,  that  having  three 
terms  would  be  better  than  having  so  long  a  term  in  the 
fall,  as  children  got  very  tired.  We  are  unable  to  see 

how  school  money  could  be  expended  profitably  after 
Christmas,  when  a  few  stormy  days  early  in  December 
causes  two-thirds  of  our  pupils  to  stay  at  home.  The 
situation  was  the  same  in  1901  and  some  schools  were 
closed  and  as  a  result,  most  of  our  schools  are  in  ar- 
rears from  one  to  five  weeks,  viz.,  No.  1,  one  week,  2, 
one  week,  3,  two  weeks,  4,  two  weeks,  6,  five  weeks,  9, 
one  week,  10,  two  weeks. 

In  view  of  these  facts,  we  have  concluded  that  to 
secure  good  attendance,  schools  must  close  before  De- 
cember and  will  have  to  commence  in  August  to  get  24 
weeks  in  a  year.  The  school  at  "Wild  Meadows"  was 
very  much  broken  by  illness  of  pupils  during  each 
term  and  the  fall  term  finally  closed  on  account 
of  measles  and  we  visited  it  but  once.  Thoroughness 
in  branches  studied  and  respectful  behavior  were  char- 
acteristics that  we  noticed  in  the  seven  pupils  present  at 
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the  close  of  summer  term.  This  respectful  behavior  has 
been  more  generally  a  factor  in  our  schools  this  year 
than  in  previous  years  and  the  schools  may  be  consid- 
ered fortunate  if  as  good  teachers  are  employed  in   1903.

We  found  the  school  house  at  Grafton  Center  in  as 
bad  condition  as  any  house  that  has  recently  been  re- 
paired. Nothing  above  the  underpinning  was  as  it 
should  be.  It  was  never  painted  outside  or  inside  and 
the  clapboards  were  very  much  decayed.  The  roof 
needed  attention  and  there  was  no  woodshed.  We  have 
clapboarded  one  side  and  end  of  the  house,  shingled 
one  side  of  roof,  put  in  three  new  doors  and  a  window, 
built  a  shed  and  painted  the  new  work  outside.  We 
have  expended  about  $165  in  this  work.  The  other 
side  of  roof  needs  shingling  and  the  remainder  of  the 
house  should  be  clapboarded  and  painted.  New  seats 
are  needed  and  we  recommend  a  hard  wood  floor  and 
sheathing  up  to  the  windows,  at  least,  with  entry 
sheathed  entirely.  We  think  the  ceiling  and  walls 
could  be  repaired,  then  whitewashed  and  calcimined. 
We  have  estimated  that  it  wfll  require  about   $250  to 
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perform  this  proposed  work.     Nothing  has  been  done 
elsewhere,  except  to  shingle  the  house  at  No.  i.
